non-payment of the $2400 which has 
been already voted for the purpose of 
aiding the City Hall Committee in their 
laudable undertakings. In the letter 
of the Chairman (Ho W. Keswick) 
addressed to the Secretary of State, 
based upon the Opinion of the Queen’s 
Counsel, some new facts come to 
light, which conclusively show how 
inaccurate the statements of Governor 
Hennessy really were. As we have 
already stated, however, this eminently 
convincing letter speaks for itself; and 
we can only hope that it will speak to ~ 
some purpose in enlightening the Se- 
cretary of State as to the real facts of 
acase, for the final settlement of which 
the community may now patiently and 
contentedly. wait,

: Tue approach of St. Andrew's Day 
suggests to Scotchmen the manner in 
which the day shall be celebrated this 
year. A facetious correspondent has 
elsewhere suggested that the grentest 
division of opposing parties in this 
Colony may be set down as Scots v. 
Irish; but, like most. things with just 
s modicum of truth in them, it is 
a grim sort of a joke. Besides, it 
is has long been the boast of Hong- 
kong residents—and it is most like 
that the claim will always hold good 
while toreigners reside here—that social 
amenities stand out clearly and distinctly 
from all political or even business 
differences. Indeed, there probably 
never has been a period in te short 
history of this Colony when the Euro- 
penn and other residents of Hongkong 
were more unanimous in sympathy and 
conviction upon certain points. Jnder 
theso circumstances, it may be worth 
while to consider how our public gaicties 
and entertainments are to fare during 
this cool seasan of 1880-81, It may be 
noticed that the Race Committee and 
the Amateur Dramatic Club hold their 
opening meetings this evening, for 
the purpose no doubt of furthering 
the wholesome recreation of residents 
during the next six months. On the 
principle that ‘all work and no 
play makes Jack a dull boy,” these? 
aro signs which ought to be re ‘arded 
with satisfaction by every well-balanced 
mind, For four out of the last five 
eats, the Sootchmen of the Colony 
ave led off the Season with a Cale- 
donian Ball, which has formed a most 
cosmopolitan and plensant gathering on 
each occasion. It will, we presuie, 
now become a matter for consideration 
amongst the Sons of Scotia—if indeed it 
has not already done co-—whether or 
not o similar celebration of their national 
day can be given this year.

it was this that caused the people to 
subuiit themselves to the monurch with- 
out a murmur. Such a policy on the 
part of the rulers being long continued, 
it fastened itself on the minds of the 
peuple, and gradually led them to be still 
wore Jiable to suffer from the despotism 
they wero subjected to. Sach thoughts 
on the part of the people in cases when 
the monarch was good, led to glorious 
crtumphs ou the part of the nation 
governed Ly him in dibjugating its 
enemies, but when the monarch was 
proud and ovil, they led to sacrifices of 
life in vain struggles for glory, besides 
causing the wasting the peoples’ money 
by the ruler on himself, In this way 
the homage paid to tho great deeds of 
others, called ‘hero-worship,” has led to 
innumerable misfortunca happening to 
the people,

overnment has been granted, are 
administered by men capable, honest, 
and humane, who have set up for then 
selvex a high standard of duty, and strive 
wilh all thei might to attain to oat, In 
tnost cuses a steady development of the 
material resourves of the colowies can be 
traced even during the recent years ut 
depressed trade. ‘The Buropean element 
of the population cuntinaes to push itselt 
energetically into new fields, and to 
rapidly improve its position in the old. 
Can it be said that similarly unmistak- 
able tokens of progress are to be noted in 
he condition of the weuker races under 
British rule? Houest, and sometimes 
well directed, efforts are constantly berg 
made to raise the status of these ‘subject 
peoples. The machinery by which’ the 
elevating process is usually attempted 
—churches, schools, hospitals, prisons 
and pour-houses—have been provided 
in ubundance. Unfortunately, success 
is often in inverse ratio to the exertions 
put forth. Tbe most ambitious and ex- 
pensive schemes for the “ anelioration 
uf the natives” are those that usually 
yield the most ineagre results, and occa- 
siowully they bear fuitof a kind entre- 
ly different from that which their erigi- 
nators liad foudly counted apoo. ‘The 
reason generally is that sutticient allow- 
ance is not mnude for local conditions 
and inveterate habits. Colonial adini- 
nistraters are human. They are gifted 
with but a limited degree ut prescicuce 
and patience, aud they wish to look 
upon the fruits of their labours in their 
own lume. But they of all men should 
understand the virtue of wating, aud be 
content with slow progresy in a task like 
that of raisins a moss of human beings 
from a low to a higher grade of civiliza- 
tlun, 

Otten they have to look on helplessly 
while: the only “ progress” iy very pal- 
publy ino backward direction. In Cey- 
fon, as we brave known since the days of 
infancy, “every prospect pleases, und 
only man is vile." Unlike many earl, 
and’ poetic impressivos, this sketch of 
the rich Indian island stands fairly well 
the test of maturer examination. Pro- 
spects ia Ceylon are more pleasing thun 
ever, especially to land speculators and 
other utilitarian tastes, fur the work 
of survey, settlement, irrigation, and 
railway construction goos on apace; but 
man is viler than betore—at least, such 
is the opinion of the Govertor.

be drawn to the Blue-book for the Say- 
ohielles, a dependency of Maiiritius, 
which for years past bas been used 
as a depository of the Africans captured 
from the Arab slave dhows, and a kind 
of experimental farm for the treatment 
of black humanity in its most rude and 
barbarous stages, The amount of suc- 
cess met with bod been os great as could 
reasonably be expected in the circum- 
stances, Thet is to say, the negvo has 
not enddenly becomé attractive or 
valuable, cither trom moral or-an eco- 
nomic point of view, morely because he 
has boon traugported from hia nativo 
wilds, and-brought into contact. with do’ 
organised and civilised society, with no 


other training than he received from tha 
iash of a bratal sluve hunter. At the 
sume time, he is susceptible of beiny 
tufluenced by kind treatment and by 
self-interest; he will even work a little, 
when the humour takes him. In some 
tare cases the liberated slave turns out 
areully useful and industrions member 
ofsociety, Asa rule, however, sled is 
Ins besetting sin. He is too fond of 
change, and of a fermented lquanr called 
“hacer.” He will not stay lithe with 
any particular master, and var es short 
spells vf work with long spells of idle- 
ness, Sometimes he escapes from the 
neighbourhood of the plantations, and 
from the trammels of daily labour, aud 
“squats in a lonely valley or ravine in 
the mountains,” where he enn practise 
all his savage customs, and indulge as 
unstintedly in‘ haces” and idleness as 
if he were still in Central Africa. The 
condition of the women is even more 
equivocal; soma are’ married, others 
employed as cooks, nurses and demestia 
servants, while the remainder, © being 
too lazy to work,” are leading: immeral 
liv hese latter have, it is true, “all 
promised the acting inspector to get 
manciedl when they are in a position to 
de so,” and with this precarious promiso 
of future amendment, we must for the 
present he content. 

On the whi ls, however, there is litte 
Uoubt that the liberated Africans have 
wreatly benefitted by being transplanted 
to the Seychelles. Whether the Sev. 
chelles has benefitted in turn from their 
presence, is a rmora doubtful question, 
Mr Salmon, Chief Civil Commissioner, 
considers that "the climate and soil 
ive ,ractival proof that no country in 
the world can surpass these ishanids,”* 
In fact, “af the general population wero 
as systemateally industrious ns it is 
now the contrary, it ig uot tua much fo 
say the face of these islands would be 
transfurmed materially, morally, and 
svelally, und they would take a igh 
rank among the minor colonies of Kng- 
Jand.” There is much virtue in the 
(ummissioner’s "af," and even should 
be get his liquor law adapted, and the 
consumption of “bacca™ placed under 
strict regulutions, the Seychelles will 
hurdly be reudy for the Millennium. 
Perhaps the West Indian Island of 
Douwinica may be thought a more suite 
able spot for imaugurating a new Golden 
Age. The Governor dwells with pen- 
sive enthusiasm on its “ natural beau. 
tres,” and on the field it affords for 
“recreation” and for ‘scientific re- 
search.” When he first landed upon it, 
tio was “sanguine enough to bope thut 
some. enterprising person in Kngland 
would be attracted by the facilities for 
obtuining land, unsurpassed in Hor Ma- 
jesty’s dominions for fertility,” and, ho 
thinks, better worth the notice both of 
the capitalist and the tourist than oven 
Ceylon. ‘These day-dreams have faded, 
The. “person in Ingland” bus never 
deigned to cast eyes upon the island, 
Potty mattors relating to finance, to 
hospital and school management, to 
drought and to hurricanes, take up the 
time and vex the soul of Mr Berkeley, 
us well as of other colonial adminis 
trators in the West Indies. How cau a 
Governor feel that he rules over a happy 
and innocent community if, as in An- 
tigua, he finds that the death-rate is 
higher than that of any other country 
fur which there are stutisticul returns; 
that more than two-thirds of the births 
ure those of children born out of wed- 
lock; and that the lives of one-half of 
these uafortunate infants are destroyed 
by “studied neglect”. Even ia Mont- 
serrat, Where “‘the people enjuy, on the 
whule, 9 comfortable prosperity,” aud 
progress, sluw though it may be, is 
being made “tn religion and morals,” 
all is aot quite as it should be.‘ Reli- 
gious gatherings and ceremonies attract 
and excite the uegro population, and 
thoir small subscriptions yield a con- . 
siderable contribution to ecclesiasticul 
objects.” In spite of these edifying 
signs, the “Obeah-inan” is as potent 
as ever, and “religious impressions do 
uot affect, tu the extent that could be 
desired, their ununoer of living and act~ 
ing; they do not, as o class, aspire to a 
high moral lovel.” To tell tho truth, 
they are not much better than their 
neighbours of Antigua, and, as the Go- 
vernor delicately puts it, “are rather 
shy of incurring conjugal obligations.” 

The great revolution that has been 
gradually taking place in the industrial 


e 
condition of the West Indian colonies is 
well pointed out in the report for Ja- 
maica, Even in that island Sugar is no 
longer absolute King; it ia only the 
leading industry, and not more than five 
per cent, of the population are now em- 
ployed on the sugar plantations,. ‘The 
prosperity of these island colonies “des 
pends more directly than it formerly did 
on the intelligence and individual 
exertions of the coloured population. 
There is more need, therefore, that strict 
and careful attention should be given to 
the measures for promoting their moral 
and material welare, Education has 
rightly received a large share of notice, 
and half of the bulk of these reports is 
taken up with an account of tha con- 
dition of the schools, The results of the 
ordinary school instruction on the'negro 
mind is not, however, wholly satisfactory, 
‘The Governor of Gambia states his ex- 
perience when he says that “go soon as 
a boy learns to read and write, and 
acquires a smattering of elementary 
arithmetic, he deems himself a gentle- 
man, and would receive og on insult tho 
slightest hint that there is other workin 
whick he might be ag usefully employed 
ea that of tallying bushels of grounds 
nuts, or sitting bebind a counter dis. 
posing of trade guns and sophixticated 
rum and gin.” Every one who bag 
come into contact with that fearful and 
wonderful credture, the “educated” - 
West Coast black, will recognise tha 
truth of this picture. The fault is not, 
os some seem to suppose, in the educa= 
tion, nor is it even wholly due to any. 
inherent defect of the nogro, but simply 
to the fact that the quality and quantity 
of instruction: given is not suited to hix 
stage of mental and moral development, 
A better adaptation of means, to ond, 
such aa is surely discoverable, would 
redound to the true advancement of the 
coloured race, and to the honour of 


ducation, 
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
